Most Highly Trained Mountain Rescue 
People All $1.00 Year Volunteers

Twenty - three pagers 
beeped to life sending mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team on 
aiiother operation in the 
Southwest United States or 
Mexico. These volunteers are 
some of the most highly 
trained mountain rescue peo¬ 
ple in the world. 

The team was formed in 
1951 by eight Sierra Madr*- 
mountaineers and $300 for 
the purpose of helping those 
lost or injured In the local 
mountains. The team now 
has 32 members and an an¬ 
nual expen s e of $24,000, 
which is used to maintain 
two rescue trucks each con¬ 
taining over $50,000 of spe¬ 
cialized equipment, buy new 
supplies, and maintain radios 
and other equipment. The 
team has designed and built 
much of its owm .specialized 
rescue equipment, such as 
high altitude oxygen that 
will not interfere with their 
rescue gear, back-pack ga.s 
winches to raise the victim 
up a vertical face faster. 
They even have portable 
lieated oxygen for treating 
liypothermia. 

To qualify, a person mu.st 
first be an experience d 
mountaineer, spend a year as 
a prolMtioner while train¬ 
ing in search and rescue 


techniques, buy their own 
r quipment, pay their own ex¬ 
penses, leave a warm bed at 
2 a.m. to search in the rain, 
have a job they can leave in 
30 seconds and be gone four 
or five days, all of this for 
$l per year. 

Who said slavery has been 
abolished? However, all of 
the work, sweat and ex¬ 
penses are forgotten the 
first time they rescue some 
one from the side of a cliff 
oi find a child that they 
know would have died had 
they not been there. 

Some say they arc ugly, 
some cnll them beautiful but 
those long nosed, long eared 
team members called Blood- 
liounds along with the Gc-- 
man Shepherd have searched 
for lost back packers in th< 
.Sicras to lost children on 
the city streets. One Blood¬ 
hound is blind and has a 
‘.e<*lng eye person. 

In the average year the 
Team will respond to 90 op¬ 
erations, spend 5148 hours of 
which about half will be 
searches and half rescue- 
There will be 146 victims, 86 
will lx* injured and five 
dead. There is never •\ 
charge to anyone for their 
M-rvices and they receive no 
tax or government money. 
.MI of their expenses are 
I'aid from money rect'ived 
from individual donations.

Hits Again 

Nestor Tasculle, 11; Mor¬

50’s. 

Two crews were immedi¬ 
ately dispatched into the 
canyone, one on the trail to 
the falls the other from 
above the falls worki n g 
back. Vocie contact was 
made with the victim at 
9:15 p.m. and he was found 
about three hundred feet 
above the trail shortly after. 

He was lowered on ropes 
to the trail and led back to 
camp at approximately 12:30 
a.m. He was treated for cuts 
and scratches by Team 
EMTs and released.

A while back we shareo 
some recipes with readers. 
It seems like a good time to 
share again. If you remem¬ 
ber, these were from an old 
“Sierra Madre Souvenir and 
Cook Book,’’ published by 
the Woman’s Club in 1929 . . 

What with all the political 
pandering and who’s gonna 
and who’s not gonna be a 
candidate, the recipe picked 
will probably lend somewhat 
more positivenoss than the 
present political scene. 

The “(Connecticut Election 
Cake” was submitted by 
Mrs. W. S. Andrews and 
here it is: 

3 lbs. of flour I 

1)4 lbs. of sjjgar ;

1 wineglass brandy 
1 wineglass wine 
Mix the flour, half the 
sugar, the lard and milk at 
noon, with a cake of c(»n- 
pressed yeast, dissolved in a 
half pine of water, or a half 
pint of yeast sponge. After 
supper add butter creamed 
with the remaining sugar, 
eggs beaten light fruits, 
spice and brandy. Salt to 
taste. Beat all thoroughly to¬ 
gether and cover for the 
night. In the morning lift 
with a skimmer into pans, 
as lightly as possible. Raise 
a few minutes and bake in 
a slow oven for 45 to 60 
minutes. When cool, ice with 
boiled icing. This will make 
four good-sized loaves, and 
must be baked in round tins, 
if kept to the custom. In 
use in our family for over 
fifty years. 

Guess we forgot to men¬ 
tion. from the portion of the 
ingredients, it looks as 
though the final results 
would feed all of he political 
liopefuls! Don’t forget, there 
are no guarajitces with thi.T 
recipe . . . You will have to 
figure out what temperature 
and all that. It does say 
“Slow Oven” ... so that’s 
your first hint. (“Slow oven” 
u^ed to mean about 200° - 
250’ if memory serves us 
well.) 

Well, here’s another one. 
Since the holidays are fast 
approaching and persim¬ 
mons are abundant hem in 
Sierra Madre . . . how about 
pudding? The following is 
cue of two such recipes ap- 
r-earing in the treasured 
book, and was submitted by 
Mrs. M. D. Welsher. (It’.s 
good because this is the re¬ 
cipe my grannie used to use, 
only she served it with 
“Foamy Sauce” Instead of 
(he suggested “vanilla or 
lemon sauce.” Howe v c r, 
again, no guarantees.) 

Persimmon Pudding 
1 cup persimmon pulp 
1 tablespoon melted butter 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
% teaspoonful salt 
’4 cup sweet milk 
1 cup flour 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoonsful soda 

1 teaspoonful vanilla 
Beat well and steam 1 
hour. Serve with vanilla, or 
lemon sauce. (Isn’t it time 
for lunch yet?? For some 
reasons, the ole stomach is 
getting hungry!)

If you’re; having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subj'ect. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

, Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s iicense in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual 
lliere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger do.ses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates arc a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses cau 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Crime Is On the Rise! 


UoK Angeles County Board Chairman Kenneth Hahn 
reloa.se<i crime statistics for the month of August wliich 
Indicate an increase in reported crime and arrests. 

<'aUing crime ”our number one problem,” Halm re- 
vealccf the following figures, supplied by the Los Angeles 
IV/lici* Ikqsirtmcnt and Los Angeles County Sheriffs De 
partment. 

L.y\-r.D. stali.stics showed that violent crime in its 
jurisdiction increased 18 per cent over the .same perirxi 
last year, while pro|)erty crimes were up 11 pc*r ce.nt. 
Sheriffs Department reported increa.s*>s of three per cent 
and nine per cent resi>ectively. 

With n-gard to arrests, the L.AP.D. reported violent 
crime adult arrests up 18 per cent and adult property crime 
arrests up 16 per cent, with juvenile arrests up 14 per 
lent and two per cent rc'spectively. 

L.A.SvD. indicated acHilt violent crime arrests Increased 
17 per cent and property crime arrests were up 12 per cent. 
H^trvvever, Juvenile violent crime arrests dropped two pt*r 
cent and juvenile property crime arrests were* down five 
per cent. 

’'Unfortunatel>. tliese stati.stics indicate we are losing 
the Iwttic witli crime,” Hahn said. “But this does not mean 
we will give up the fight. Wc must be vigilant and do 
all we c?in to pul the criminal, not tlie citizen, on the; 
defensive. 

"For my part, I will continue to pu.sh for pa.ssagc of 
the Rob A Homo, Go To Jail legislation I initiated in the 
State Legislature. Tills will require mandatory prison sen¬ 
tences for convicted burglars and will lie a signal to 
iTiminals that if tlioy do not change tlieir ways and arc 
caught robbing a home they will bo put belilnd bars.”
